An interim review of the first two vol- 
umes of Encyclopedia Canadiana appeared 
in The Booklist and Subscription Books 
Bulletin July 15, 1958. 

In their preface, the editors state: “The 
Encyclopedia Canadiana tells the story of 
Canada, past and present, in word and 
picture. Some eight hundred persons 
have contributed manuscripts to it and 
several times this number have responded 
to requests for information or illustrations. 
Thus it represents the combined efforts 
of several thousand people, and it is con- 
sequently much the most comprehensive 
work of reference on Canada that has 
ever appeared.” It was planned as “a 
work that will be constantly useful in 
library, school and office, and popular 
too for home or family reading.” 

Dr. John E. Robbins, the editor in chief, 
was formerly director of the Education 
Division, and later director of the In- 
formation Services of the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistics. He has held executive 
positions in the Canadian Association for 
Adult Education, Canadian Citizenship 
Council, Humanities Research Council, 
Canadian Social Sciences Research Coun- 
cil, and the Canada Foundation, as well 
as serving on the editorial board of the 
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Canadian Geographic Journal. Dr. W. 
Kaye Lamb, Dominion archivist and na- 
tional librarian, served as his chief edi- 
torial consultant. 

An alphabetical list of the six regional 
advisers includes their academic degrees 
and the institutions with which they are 
associated. A partial list of contributors, 
briefly identified, followed by the subject 
or classification of the article, is included 
in the preliminary pages. Many of the 
contributors are recognized authorities in 
their fields from all parts of the country. 
Writers, university professors, govern- 
ment experts, and leaders in the sciences, 
the social sciences, the humanities, and 
the arts are all represented. Approxi- 
mately 18 per cent of the articles are 
signed with full names. 

“The most frequently used symbol in 
the Encyclopedia Canadiana is probably 
the asterisk (*) inviting reference to an 
article that appears under the word so 
marked.” This explanation is also included 
in the preliminary pages. 

Although Encyclopedia Canadiana is es- 
sentially a new work, the editors pay 
tribute in their preface to Dr. W. Stewart 
Wallace’s Encyclopedia of Canada (Tor- 
onto: University Associates of Canada, 
1935-1937, 1949). 

A check of the special articles in the 
older Encyclopedia of Canada, volume II 
CAR-F, against the new Encyclopedia 
Canadiana showed that in a very few 
cases, such as Civil Code by the Honor- 
able Mr. Justice E. Fabre Surveyer, Cur- 
rency by Professor C. A. Curtis, and 
Combines by Professor V. W. Bladen, the 
earlier articles, revised and brought up to 
date, were used in the new work. As these 
men are still authorities today, it seems 
reasonable to accept their revisions. Con- 
gregationalism by the Reverend W. G. 
Wallace is used unchanged, but quite 
legitimately since the Congregational 
Church ceased to exist as a separate unit 
in Canada after the formation of the 
United Church of Canada in 1925, and the 
article is therefore as valid today as in 
1934. 

In a comparison of the letter O in the 


Encyclopedia of Canada with the work 
under discussion, it was found that 44 
topics of minor interest in the older work 
were dropped and 70 new ones added. The 
latter include several long articles, e.g., 
Occupational Health, Occupational Ther- 
apy, Oceanography, Oilseeds, Old Age 
Security, Opera, and Orthodox Churches. 

The editors aim to “make each article 
easily understood by the average reader 
with no more technical equipment at his 
disposal than a standard dictionary.” In 
this and in their aim to relate the story 
of Canada they have been successful. 

Indicative of the comprehensive scope 
of the encyclopedia on Canadian matters 
are the articles covering biographies, geo- 
graphy, flora, fauna, minerals, population, 
religion, education, health, welfare, fine 
arts, recreation, communication, trans- 
portation, industry, commerce, finance, 
labour, government, external relations, 
justice, and history. 

The underlying pattern is somewhat the 
same in each broad subject area, as for 
example the biological sciences. The 
general articles—Zoology; Biology, Study 
and Teaching; Botany; and Entomology— 
supply basic information on history, re- 
search, economic importance, and cur- 
rent activities in these disciplines in 
Canada. In an introduction which is us- 
ually less than ten per cent of the total 
article, the general topic is defined, the 
subdivisions are also defined, and neces- 
sary relationships indicated as a back- 
ground to the discussion of the subject 
as it pertains to Canada. There are us- 
ually sufficient clues for the interested 
person to follow up the several aspects 
of the subject. For example, plants and 
animals are dealt with under Flora and 
Fauna. The latter gives cross references 
to Amphibia, Birds, Domestic Animals, 
Fish and Other Marine Animals, Mam- 
mals, and Reptiles. The article on Birds 
gives pertinent information, a_ selected 
bibliography, and see also references to 
other general articles from Audubon So- 
ciety of Canada to Wildlife Conservation, 
as well as see references to the individual 
bird species from Auk to Wren.

Articles may range from a mere two- 


line definition to a 30-page article. The 
length of most of them seems suitablé to 
the relative importance of the subject. 
Examples of longer articles are those on 
the provinces. Each one is preceded by a 
striking and useful color section giving 
salient facts and using maps, charts, 
graphs, and illustrations effectively. The 
article on British Columbia which com- 
prises about 12,000 words was written by 
Dr. W. Kaye Lamb, national librarian and 
Dominion archivist. The main divisions 
cover boundaries, regions and climate, 
population, industries and resources, tran- 
sportation, health and welfare, govern- 
ment, education, and history, followed by 
a selective bibliography including the 
best recent material. Much the same 
pattern is followed for the nine other 
provinces and the Northwest Territories. 

Other fairly long signed articles are 
Constitutional History, Political History, 
Economic History, Population Growth, 
Climate, Cartography, Mining History, 
and Water Power. 


The biographical articles were one of 
the strong points of the older Encyclo- 
pedia of Canada. Extensive checking 
shows that the Dictionary of Canadian 
Biography (Toronto: Macmillan, 1945), 
the Encyclopedia of Canada, and Encyclo- 
pedia Canadiana have many entries in 
common, and the last undoubtedly owes 
much to the earlier works. Although 
many of the articles in the Encyclopedia 
of Canada are identical with those in the 
Dictionary of Canadian Biography, this is 
not true of those in Encyclopedia Canadi- 
ana. It not only includes many biogra- 
phies which have been corrected and re- 
written, but also many new biographies. 
In the letter O 16 biographies included in 
the Encyclopedia of Canada were dropped, 
24 new ones were added, and 28 entries 
are common to both, although the articles 
are not identical. In selecting the names 
for inclusion, the editors “took special 
pains to include representatives of all 
parts of Canada and all walks of life; 
Canadians who have won _ distinction 
abroad; and citizens of other countries 
who have made notable contributions to 
the discovery or development of Canada. 
It was decided to include a relatively 
small number of living people whose 
careers are well advanced . . . . Inclusion 
does not always indicate the editors’ be- 
lief in the intrinsic value of an individual’s 
contribution to Canadian life, but some- 
times their estimate of public interest in 
it.” One third of the biographies are signed 
by regional contributors who are famil- 
iar with the subject. Dr. W. Kaye Lamb, 
biographical editor, who is more directly 
responsible for the other two thirds, which 
are usually briefer and unsigned, had 
free access to the National Archives. 

According to the publishers there are 
2,700 articles which deal with locations 
and geographical features. Most of these 
are brief, although there are a few general 
topics, such as Geography, Physical and 
Geology, which are longer. Location 
articles cover cities, towns, villages, and 
counties. For Western Canada where 
there are no counties, there are articles on 
every urban community of more than 300

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people and on smaller places which are 
especially important. Small location maps 
are included for almost every town with a 
population over 3,000. There are several 
hundred brief articles on rivers, moun- 
tains, islands, bays, and other physical- 
geographic features “written with the as- 
sistance of officers of the Geographical 
Branch, Department of Mines and Tech- 
nical Surveys, who cooperated too in the 
production of maps to accompany the 
articles.” 

One of the most striking and successful 
features of the whole work is the liberal 
use of illustrative materials such as photo- 
graphs, diagrams, maps, charts, graphs, 
drawings, and paintings. 

The color sections preceding the arti- 
cle on each province are notable. The in- 
clusion of the provincial coats of arms, 
city crests, mottoes—with translations oc- 
casionally—and official floral emblems will 
be greatly appreciated by reference li- 
brarians. Reproductions of paintings are, 
not surprisingly, somewhat less successful 
than direct-color photographs of nature. 
Charts and diagrams and the many black- 
and-white illustrations are admirable. 

Full credit to the various sources of 
the thousands of photographs and many 
of the drawings is given at the end of 
volume 10, where a preliminary explana- 
tion is followed by exact citation to vol- 
ume, page, and source. 

There are hundreds of maps, from the 
small sketches locating individual towns 
to the full-page plans for major cities and 
the full-color atlas at the end of volume 
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10. Excellent small geographic maps, dis- 
tribution maps, historical maps, and lin- 
guistic maps are among the variety of 
map material. 

Volume 10 contains the full-color 32- 
page Atlas of Canada, specially prepared 
for it by C. S. Hammond and Company. 
According to the Atlas Key, the Atlas is 
“to provide ...a ready means of locating 
the communities and physical features of 
present day Canada.” Most of the maps 
are political. There are two world maps, 
one showing ocean trade routes with dis- 
tances, the other a polar projection. Two 
more, one physical and one political, cover 
the entire country, but the maps for each 
province and the Northwest Territories 
constitute the greater part of the Atlas. 
Colors are harsh and the appearance clut- 
tered, but locations are provided for most 
Canadian communities, and the informa- 
tion is reasonably up to date. Following 
the Atlas is the key to its use and an 
Index to the Atlas. The 1956 population 
figures, if available, are found here rather 
than in the articles, which is a minor in- 
convenience. Many places of less than 
300 population, for which there is no 
article in the main work, are located on 
the map and population statistics are 
given. 

Bibliographies are uneven. Many arti- 
cles have brief well-selected lists of re- 
cent material appended. Immigration has 
16 references published between 1920 and 
1956 and includes David Corbett’s im- 
portant new book. This list, however, does 
not refer to the bibliographies on im- 
migration issued by the Department of 
Citizenship and Immigration, Ottawa, 
between 1954 and 1956. 

Admittedly there are many topics on 
which adequate published material is not 
available, but more guidance could have 
been given. There are no references at 
the end of such entries as Mental Hospi- 
tals, Industrial Relations, Radio Programs, 
Construction Industry, and Old Age Se- 
curity and Assistance. 

References to government reports are 
often cited so vaguely that the general 
reader might have some difficulty in ob-

taining the item. The bibliography of 
three items following Combines adds 
“See also the reports of investigations 
listed above and the annual reports of 
the director of investigation and research.” 
The references at the end of the article 
Political History could have been greatly 
improved by affixing an asterisk to the 
name of each man listed, which in turn 
would lead the inquirer to a biographical 
entry and a short bibliography. 

The tone of the work as a whole is fac- 
tual and impartial. The articles which 
trace the history and present-day status 
of various religious groups are written by 
members of each church or someone 
familiar with it. The French-language 
aspects of Canadian life are dealt with in 
separate articles, usually by French 
Canadians. 

A few errors have crept in, although 
most them are probably typographical. 
In the article Vancouver, John Morton, 
not James Martin, was the name of one 
of the first white settlers. Rev. John 
Sheepshanks, not Shupshanks, was the 
first rector in New Westminster (volume 
7, p.330). Dr. F. F. Wesbrook, not West- 
brook, was the first president of the Uni- 
versity of British Columbia (volume 2, 
p.89). The caption under the illustrations 
for the article Judo misspells “martial” as 
“marshal.” In the article Political History, 
the statement “The Progressive Party had, 
moreover, in 1932, reorganized itself as the 
Co-operative Commonwealth Federation 
(C.C.F.) ...” does not agree with the 
statement of F. R. Scott, one of the found- 
ing fathers of the C.C.F., in his article on 
the party’s origins where he says 
“Founded on August 1, 1932, under the 
leadership of J. S. Woodsworth, it brought 
into one federation a number of provin- 
cial and local farmer and labour parties, 
mostly in Western Canada.” In the same 
article a minor error is the use of the 
English form, without asterisk, of the term 
National Union Party, whereas the article 
on the party is entered correctly as Union 
Nationale Party. 

There is no index. The great advantage 
of a good index is the speed with which 
one can locate specific facts. Encyclo- 
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pedia Canadiana has extensive and essen- 
tial cross references, but they are no sub- 
stitute for an index. This lack is especially 
serious for users outside Canada. 

Cross references sometimes appear as 
main entries, are sometimes scattered 
within the article itself or at the end of 
subsections, but are usually at the end 
of the whole discussion. 

Headings are frequently cumbersome, 
ie., Literature, Other than English and 
French. Sometimes they are under the ad- 
jective, as in Period Costume and Phar- 
maceutical and Medicinal Manufacturing 
Industry. Frequently they are inverted, 
as in Insurance, Health; Geography, Phys- 
ical; Fisheries, History of Commercial; 
Industries, Manufacturing and Processing; 
but, however entered, adequate cross ref- 
erences make it possible to find the arti- 
cle without undue searching. 

The set is bound in a sturdy grey-blue 
fabrikoid with orange bands near the top 
and bottom of the spine. On the lower 
band the inclusive letters are indicated in 
capitals. 

There are two columns of text, with 
running heads, to a page. Main entries 
are alphabetized letter by letter in bold- 
face type. In a few long articles such as 
those on the provinces, Water Power, and 
Textile Industries the subheads are cen- 
tered in lightface capitals. Further sub- 
division is shown by a heading at the left 
margin in italics. 

Encyclopedia Canadiana is, as the pub- 
lishers claim, “the most comprehensive 
work of reference on Canada that has 
ever appeared.” It provides in one place 
authoritative, current, and historical in- 
formation relating to all aspects of Canad- 
ian life. It is well illustrated, simply writ- 
ten, clearly printed, and stoutly bound. 
In spite of its lack of an index and an un- 
evenness in bibliographical citation it is 
recommended to all libraries and homes 
that need material relating to Canada.
